Where the Telegraph I* Least Used. 
The four countries in the world which 


possess the smallest telegraph facilities 
are Peru, Paraguay, TJraguay and Per- 
sia. In the first named there are only 36 
telegraph offices in the whole country 
and but 1,600 miles of wire. In the ter- 
ritory of Paraguay there are only 510 
miles of wire in operation, and the entire 
telegraphic service of that country re- 
quires the services of but 28 persons. 
One line of 360 miles, owned and oper- 
ated by the government, runs from As- 
uncion to Paso de Patria, the limit of 
Paraguayan territory, and the other 150 
miles by the railroad from Asuncion to 
Pirapp. 
' I 
Owing to high ijrater and forest fires 
in that country the line is often inter- 
rupted for a days at a time. At Paso de 
Patria the line breaks, there being no 
cable over the Alto Parana river, which 
is three miles wide. Communication is 
therefore by canoe, which takes mes- 
sages over in the morning to the Argen- 
tine side and returns to the Paraguayan 
side at night. An important telegram ia 
often delayed 10 or 15 hours.—Hartford 
Courant.

RAISING TOE STABS AND STBIPES, 


In the public 
square a flagstaff 


seventy-five high had been raised. On 
this square the inhabitants of the 
village and the visitors assembled, the 
occasion being the unfurling of an 
American flag 12 by 20 feet. 


This flag is a present from Amedee 


D. Moran, whose name was given to 
the town. Mr. John M. Fulton in well 
chosen words made tho presentation 
speech, and at the close presented the 
flag to the people of the town of 
Amedee for and in the name of Mr. 
Moran. 


Mr. E. K. Dodge received the flag on 


behalf of the people of Amedee, and 
responded in a very fine and well 
delivered effort. The speaker gave a 
short history of how the stars and 
stripes became the national emblem, 
and spoke of the historic name of 
Amedee as having been borne by many 
of the Dukes of Savoy in the thirteenth 
and fourteenth centuries and later. 
When William and Mary reigned in 
England Amedee was reigning Duke 
of-Savoy. After the defeat of tho Irish 
at the Boyno, because of a coward king 
and incompetent officers, the greater 
part of the Irish army took service 
under Amedee, Duke of Savoy, and 
proved the most brave and gallant 
soldiers in Europe. 


Mr. Moran, said the 
speaker, is 


worthy to bear the historic name of 
"Amedee" as shown by his intellectual 
ability as a financier on Wall street, 
New York, where the ability and 
bravery of a first-class commander is 
ever required in the financial battles of 
America's money kings.

NEVADA AT THE WOBID'S FAIR. 


A Very Creditable Showing tor the State 


—Commissioner James A. Yerington 
the Bight Mail in the Right Place. 
Nevadans visiting Chicago during the 


exposition and viewing the magnificent 
exhibit made by the different coun- 
;ries of the world and those of the 
various states of the union, may well 
be proud of the part taken by Nevada. 
Although Nevada has no state building 
she has very creditable exhibits in five 
of 
the 
different buildings—mines 


and 
mining, agricultural, woman's, 


dairy and ethnology. For the success 
of Nevada's showing, too much credit 
cannot be given to 
Commissioner 


'ames A. Yerington. With but a month 
o collect his exhibit, and arriving on 
he grounds without a foot of space to 
he credit of Nevada, he went to work 
with an energy that compelled all ob- 
tacles to clear from his way, till now 
is untiring labors are rewarded by one 
>f the neatest and most attractive 
howings to be found on the grounds. 
Nevada is to be congratulated on Becur- 
ng the services of Mr. Yerington. 
?his exhibit, so largely due to his 
.bility and energy, is the greatest ad- 
•ertisement Nevada has ever had. 


IN THE MINES AND MINING BUILDING. 
It is to be regretted that Nevada 


waited so long before deciding to make 


exhibit, that it was impossible to 


get space on the lower floor of this 
tuilding, for not one in a hundred ever 
;oes on the second floor to view the 
isplays there. 
The mineral exhibit is contained in 
wenty-flve different cases and covers 
about 2,500 feet of space, a part of 
which is in 'the east and a part in the 
west galleries. In the east gallery is 
he state exhibit of minerals and a 


special exhibit from Eureka and White 
Pine counties. 
There are fine speci- 


mens of gold and silver ores from 
the Comstock and from every county 
in the state, as well as specimens of 
lead, nickel, cable, copper, iron and 
many other ores. In the west gallery 
may be seen a very fine display of soda, 
sulphur and borax from Lyon, Church- 
ill and Esmeralda counties. This is 
one of the most interesting exhibits in 
the building. 
Here can be seen soda 


in crystals, carbonate and bi-carbonate 
of soda, soda ash, (manufactured) and 
natural soda, borate of lime, tincal 
(native), silica from 
the Aluminum 


Lustre Co. of Esmeralda county salt in 
solution, dairy salt from solar evapora- 
tion, table salt, thus showing the above 
products 
consecutively 
from 
the 


marshes in their native condition to 
the product of the refinery; a very in- 
teresting display. 


In the building stone department 


there may be seen splendid specimens 
of marble of various kinds; onyx, ala- 
baster, sandstone and granite and 
other varieties of stone. This exhibit 
is presided over by J. D. Ernst of Nye 
county who takes great pleasure in 
showing visitors around and explain- 
ing to them that Nevada is the greatest 
mineral region in the world. 


IN THE WOMAN'S BUILDING. 


The exhibit in the woirctn's building 


is under the direction of Miss Annie 
Ware, a cousin of Mrs. Annie Ware, a 
cousin of Mrs. M. D. Foley. It is a 
very pretty exhibit and compares fa- 
vorably with those from states much 
larger in population. It consists of 
ladies' fancy work, hand painted china 
and many other varieties of work, but 
the author of this is not competent to 
do the ladies justice in their work. 


IN THE ETHNOLOGY BUILDING. 


The prehistoric footprints from the 


state prison quarry at Carson have at- 
tracted much attention from scientists 
from all over the world, and at the 
special request of the ethnology de- 
partment and Professor Putnam, Mr. 
Yerington has arranged the footprints 
so that as nearly as possible there may 
be a reproduction of the floor of the 
prison quarry, as it existed at Carson 
before the footprints were removed. 
This exhibit occupies a space 40x19 
feet. 


IN THE DAIBY BUILDING. 


Here may be found a very fine dis- 


play of butter and cheese and it is 
a splendid advertisement for the dairy 
interest of the state. Already the firs 
prize for butter has been given to Ne 
vada, which is certainly gratifying 
when it is considered that dairying it 
a comparatively new industry in our 
state. 


IN THE AGRICULTURAL BUILDING. 


Nevada has never been considered 


an agricultural state and many there 
are who even believe the soil incapable 
of producing anything; but when they 
enter the Nevada pavilion and see what 
Nevada soil and Nevada climate really 
does produce, it is a revelation to them 
Even then many doubt that Nevada 
has produced all that is shown there 
Here were exhibited the first figs of '93 
a week before California could produce 
her earliest, and yet California claims 
everything in the fruit line. Mr. Yer- 
ington says that visitors are constantly 
asking him how he bleached his sheaves 
of oats and wheat to make them look 
so white and silvery, and bow he dyed 
the alfalfa to make it keep so green. 
He can hardly make them believe that 
it is only Nevada's soil and climate 
that makes them so. The Nevada pa- 
vilion occupies a portion of the space 
[daho would have had, had not her ex- 
hibit been consumed by fire while in 
transit. The floor is 26x24 feet and is 
surrounded by wooden archways about 
12 feet high and a railing about 2 feet 
ligh, around the outer edge of the 
floor. The entrances to the pavilion 
are from the north and over each en- 
hance is the seal of the state. 


The side arches are very prettily 


draped with orange colored Japanese 
silk, and bunting of the same color 
while the wood work is every where 
ornamented with rows and bunches of 
wheat and alfalfa, oats, sagebrush and 
other Nevada products. In the center 
of the pavilion is a long, pyramid and 
;his is covered with the exhibits of the 
different varieties of grain in little 
wooden boxes with glass tops, or in 
glass bottles; also potatoes, fruits and 
vegetables. Surmounting the pyramid 
IB a large sheaf of oats which is the 
most striking thing of the kind in the 
entire building. 
This sheaf is the 


drawing card of the Nevada display for 
nearly every one that goes by the aisle 


that leads from the exhibit of Great 
Britain to that of Nevada and Utah, 
sees this beautiful sheaf. 
They go 


down to get a better look at it and see 
what else there is to be seen there 
Around the side of the pavilion are 
little tables and on these are shown 
various fruits and vegetables. There 
are also small bales of alfalfa, timoth 
and wild hay and to the surprise even 
of Nevada people, a bale of cotton. Mr 
Yerington's headquarters are in thi 
pavilion. He has arranged it so tha 
he can entertain his Nevada friend 
there when they visit the exposition 
It must be mentioned also that muc! 
of this exhibit is from the agriculture 
experiment station and the eight pan 
els on which are placed many varietie 
of grain and other products of the sta 
tion, calls forth much favorable com 
ment. Professor McDowell is deserving 
of no small share of the credit of thi 
showing. 


In the arranging of this and also th 


other exhibits, Mr. Yerington has been 
ably assisted by Mr. William Shirley 
of Dayton. As the season advancei 
Mr. Yerington is desirous that the dif 
ferent agricultural products of tb 
state be sent him. He wishes quality 
and not quantity and it is to be hopec 
that the people of Nevada will lenc 
him all the aid they possibly can to 
make the exhibit as great a success as 
possible. 


The appropriation by the state was 


very small and none of the many o 
Nevada's wealthy men have offered any 
financial assistance, as has been the 
case to many of the other western 
states, so it has been necessary to use 
;he strictest economy. 


But everything that is worthy of exhi 


bition will be transported free of charge 
to the exhibitor. 


Mr. Yerington is also distributing 


some literature 
concerning Nevada 


where it will do the most good. 
He 


las on exhibit maps of the state ant 
blue prints, showing the water courses 
Reports of the surveyor general, anc 
weather bureau; maps in frames show- 
ing the temperature, etc.; speech by 
Son. P. G. Newlands on irrigation anc 
;he Resources of California's edition for 
Nevada. The Illustrated Columbian, the 
great world's fair paper, has offeree 
for $320 to give illustrations and three 
pages of printed matter concerning 
Nevada, and 2,000 copies of the paper 
for distribution. This is a good offer 
and it is to be hoped some of the public 
spirited men of the state will take steps 
toward raising the necessary money.

READY TO PREACH. 


YEARS OF STUDYING COVERED BY A 


THEOLOGICAL STUDENT. 


A. Minister's Training Usually Begin* at 


Hid Mother's Knee, and It I* dene rally 
Twenty Tears Later "When He Graduates 
as m Full X'ledged Preacher. 
"You read the other day," said a prom- 


inent clergyman, "of the commencement 
exercises of Princeton theological semi- 
nary and of the graduation of 54 stu- 
dents. There was nothing about that to 
attract public attention, and very likely 
you did not get further into the article 
than the headlines. 
It meant 54 more 


young clergymen in theworld, that was 
all, to most people. But to a manwho 
has been through the training that has 
just ended for those boys it means a 
great deal more. I never read of a sem- 
inary commencement without feeling 
thankful that so many more students 
have pulled through safely. 


"There is not much general knowledge 


of the labor required in the making of a 
clergyman People could easily find out 
if they chose to inquire, but it is some- 
thing they do not stop to think of. A 
clergyman is supposed to be able to an- 
swer any Biblical question that may be 
asked him, but where he gets all his 
technical knowledge nobody thinks of 
asking. He does not get it from reading 
the Scriptures, certainly. If you were 
to keep on reading Revelation till you 
understood it thoroughly, how old would 
you be when you finished? 


"No, don't ask me whether I think I 
understand it now or we may drift 
away into a theological discussion which 
will be very unprofitable. What I start- 
ed to say is something about the severe 
training that a man must go through be- 
fore he can be graduated from a theolog- 
ical seminary and BO become a clergy- 
man. 
Severe? It is more than -severe, 


and you see it results in thousands of 
physically weak preachers all over the 
world. 
"The training of a clergyman really 


begins when he is a 6-year-old child at 
his mother's knee, for in nine cases out 
of ten the parents decide for him and 
decide early. But etart with the boy 
when he has been graduated from a 
grammar school, because he will prob- 
ably receive that much education in any 
case, whatever his business or profes- 
sion is to be. He shovild then be in the 
neighborhood of 12 years old. He must 
now begin a special preparation for col- 
lege, a preparation that differs from the 
ordinary preparatory course of students 
not studying for the ministry. He must 
give at least four years to a special study 
of Greek and Latin, and at the same 
time lay a good foundation in ancient 
history, English composition and litera- 
ture and higher arithmetic and algebra. 


"The boy then, at 16, is ready to enter 


college and take the usual four years' 
classical course. In the first year he 
struggles with algebra, geometry, Latin, 
Greek, English history and English lit- 
erature. In the second year the same, 
with the addition of comparative physi- 
ology, mechanics, analytical geometry, 
physics and rhetoric. In the third year 
he adds also chemistry, logic, German, 
political science and philosophy. The 
fourth collegiate year includes all of 
these studies and geology, consular and 
international law, French, ethics, astron- 
omy and botany besides. 


"Ho is now, on leaving college, ready 


to enter a theological seminary, unless 
indeed he proposes to go into the gen- 
eral theological seminary of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal church, in which case he 
is required to be able to read the Old 
Testament in Hebrew and the New Tes- 
tament in Greek before he can enter. 
After his eight years of Greek he should 
be able to read the New Testament in 
the original, but this does not always 
follow. It often happens that a student 
who goes through his Greek Ir-ssons well 
enough in college finds on going into the 
seminary, where he must actually use 
the language, that he knows very little 
about it. 


"The course in the theological semi- 


nary occupies three years—making 11 
years' study in all after leaving the 
grammar school The studies in the 
theological 
seminary 
are 
theology, 


church history, Old and New Testament 
languages, geography of Palestine, moral 
philosophy and sociology, with lectures 
on sermonizing and the duties of a min- 
ister and practical examples in preach- 
ing. 
Hebrew is one of the sticking 


points, for it is positively necessary for 
a theological student to read Hebrew al- 
most as readily as he can English. It is 
a grind, a terrible grind., this long strug- 
gle with Greek and Hebrew. 


"It is in the seminary, of course, that 


the student gets his theological training. 
Still each denomination has its favorite 
college. Theological students frequently 
occupy an unpleasant position through- 
out their collegiate and seminary courses. 
The churches help them when they are 
not able to help themselves, and they 
too often have the feeling of being in 
part charity students. All of the col- 
leges make a reduction in the tuition of 
candidates for the ministry. 
"After graduation from the theological 


seminary the student receives a profes- 
sional certificate from the faculty, and 
he must then pass an examination before 
the classis or presbytery in whose juris- 
diction he lives. Having passed this, he 
receives a license to preach. He then 
awaits a call (a most important matter, 
by the way—some clergymen aro for- 
ever awaiting a call), and when he re- 
ceives it he undergoes another examina- 
tion by the classis or presbytery in whose 
district he is to be placed. He is then 
ordained by the laying on of hands, and 
being installed in his new pulpit is a 
full fledged clergyman. 


"Do you wonder that a man who has 


been through it all stops to think when 
he reads pf another class leaving the sem- 
inary? The graduates are still boys, al- 
though, they know more of the ways of the 
•world than young freshmen. They still 
havo many things to learn, and their real 
vrorkia only beginning."—NewYork Sun.
